William Strick/and told Mr. Archer, 
If be bad never read th: Bible, it bad been better for him. How con- 
ſtantly do the Scriptures paſſe under no better name from them, 
then the Saints Conditions, Davids, Moſes, Iſaiahs, Pauls conditions ; 
anda declaration of the condition of them that ſpake them 
forth. 

This poſition is ſo groſſe, that we hope it will never fink into cat 
any Chriſtians heart, but will be a confutation to it ſelf in the 18 
thought of any ſober · minded Chriſtian: yet we ſhall propoſe 
theſe thing. 

1. That when the word of the Lord came to the Prophets 
Samuel, Iſaiab, Jeremiab, &. it cannot be underſtood of the 
word that was made fl:{h, the Lord Jeſus; but muſt neceſſirily 
ſignifie that mind or Meſſage of the Lord contained in thoſe 
words or Scripture Writings , as 1 Sam. 15. 10. Then came the 
word of the Lord to Samuel, ſaying, Is repenteth me that ] have ſat up 
Saul 10 be King . Iſaiah 38. 5. then came the word of tbe Lo»d unte 
Iſaiah, ſaying , ſay to He zekiah , c. I will add uno thy daies 
fifteen years, Jer. 14. 1. The word of the Lord that came to the Pro- 

het Jeremiah concerning tbe deartb, Judah mourmeth, and ibe gater 
thereof languiſh. Its 2 groſſe abſardity to ſay this word of the 
Lord was Chriſt; and it is as much to ſay, they were the ex- 
jences of thoſe Prophets, or their condicions ; bur they were 


the word of the Lord by the Prophets, ſpoken to the perſons 


therein concerned. 


2. As for the phraſe in the New Teſtament, the word of God, 
ic is clear, both Chriſt and the Apoſtles in their mention there · 
of, do underfiand that which they ſpoke, preached, or wrote, 
aud not the perſon of Chriſt, of the Father, or Spirit.

3. As for thoſe writings of the Prophets and Apoſtles, that 


they are the word given forth from the living God, and of 


authentical and undenyable Authority over every Conſcience 
good and bad, we could fill pages with che proofs and evidence 
thereof; but the Reader may obſerve , we are ſpeaking of the 
Scriptures in reference to theſe mens cavils, and no further. And 
ſo ſhall ( leaving fo plain, fo fundamental] a principle) rather 
fall upon their own notion of the word of God, calling it, 4 
De:1aration of the conditions or experiences of them that ſpoke tbem. 

t. This is fully to take away the very Foundation of the 
Faith of Sainte, which is only built upon the Authority of God, 
not upon any experience of the beſt Saint, or the Declaration 


of it, Lake 24.23. O fools anew of bears , to believe all that the 


Prophet; bave ſpoken : where Faith is bottomed upon Scripture 
e 18.28.

Having thus gone through the more groſſe Pofrionr, which 
are — rs. urn and principles that Arts this Anti- 
chriſtian Rabble z we ſhall preſume to ſtay the Reader with 
ſome of their principles of leffer value; which though (as the 
Reader may obſerve) are of inferior note, yet this ſort of peo- 
ple lay no leſſe weight upon them, than to place the greateſt 
part of that greae Diana of their imaginary perfection in the 
obſervance of them, and even to damne all that oppoſe them 
therein, and ery down the Miniſtry of the Golpell, becauſe of 
their non-compliance with them in theſe ſorotten principles.

call the Miniſtry Prie ſti ad Antichriſtias, &c. Let the Reader 
ſeriouſly conſider that full Scripture, Art. 5 47. If you ſalute 
your Brethren only, what do you more than do others? Do 
not even the Publicans ſo ? In the verſe before, our Lord 
Chriſt commands the duty of love to all men; and in the lame 
way of commanding doth alſo impoſe the duty of ſalutation; 
not only of ſome, but all; of Friends, but Enemies: It ye la- 
late your Brethren only; what do you more than do the Pub- 
licans? ( which how fully it ſpeakes to the ſharp reptoofe of 
Quakers, that falutenone, but one another; we beleeve their 
coniciences will as clearely tell them, if they be not ſeared, as 
any obſerving eye may prelently ſec ) Mat. 10. 12. Whenye 
come into an houſe ſalute it. The Apoſtle Pas/almolt in every 
Epiſtle, eſpecially Rom. 16. is full of ſuch Commands. And tor 
the practiſe of the Saints, ſec 1 S4. 25 14. David ſent Mel-

1. You may lee that by the ſame Command, the ſeventy Diſ- 
ſciples were forbid to weare (heocs, or carry a pure; and yet 
theſe Quakers, who do ſo imperiouſly -impoſe upon all men 
this not ſaluting, make ne conseienee at all of theſe commands 
of net wearing ſhooes,and not carrying purſes, 28 is evident to 
any that obſer ves them, eſpecially it they be travelling a far 
journey, And this was very fitly obj ected by one in Luaveaſhire 
to [James Nayler, teproving him for his ſalut o, who retorted the 
words upon him againe, es being guilty of the breach of that 
command, by wearing ſhooes. Is not this to pick and chaſe in 
the Scriptures ſuch things as do moſt agree with their humort, 
and according to their own fancy to take away from the Scrip- 
tures, and bring upon themſelves that curſe, Rev. 22. which they 
pronounce againtt others, if it be ſo, that this example be any 
Waies, or in any part binding to us at this day ? 

2. Further, let the Reader know, this is no binding example 
to us, but a particular diſpenſation and command to the ſeven» 
ty Diſciples at that time, as will appeare.

» There is indeed a mention of crembling in a third ſenſe 
in Scripture, as 2 Cor. 7. 15. where the Corintbians were ſaid to 
receive Titu with fear and trembling ; which they groſly ap- 


tial carefulneſs and obedience. Theſe laſt we mention; left they 


make ſo much for them. 

In all this Reader, we deſire to profeſſe, that our ſo large 
diſcovery of the nature of quaking, is not to diſcourage any 
poor ſoul , that under tremblings of Spirit, is longing for 
Chriſt ; but to warn every man of the danger and ſeduction of 
theſe methods which eſtabliſh ſuch doctrines and practiſes, av 
lead the Soul into the Covenant of works, and leaves them
